cents. Flour is being purchased here 
at $5 to $5.25 a barrel and millers 
now are paying about 
$1 a bushel 
for new wheat. 
The standard one-pound loaf made

bakeries, sells to

ce rs at 7 cents and to the consumers 
at 9 cents, a gross profit of about 27 
per cent for the grocer. 
Bakers get 
an average of 270 one-pound loaves 
from a barrel of flour. 
When wheat sold at $2.20 a bushel

SEEN IN DOLLAR WHEAT 


Chicago, July 
14.—‘Dollar wheat 
means ruin for thousands of farmers 
all over the United States”. 
In these 
words 
O. E. Bradfute, 
president 
of 
the American 
Farm 
Federation Bureau, today e pitomised 
the situation facing the great army 
of 
approximately 
three 
million 
wheat farmers 
iri the* grain 
belts, 
following a drop of 10 cents a bush­ 
el on wheat in the last two weeks. 
“Continuance of wheat at the dol­ 
lar a bushel 
mark 
means nothing 
short of bankruptcy 
for 
the thou- 
sands of farmers who are dependent 
on the price they get for their wheat 
for 
a 
livelihood”, 
said Bradfute. 
“ Unless there is an immediate 
up­ 
ward turn of the market for which 
at present, I can see no hope, there 
will be nothing for these farmers to 
do except throw up their hands and 
quit or put themselves heavily 
in 
debt in ordf r to survive until 
bet­ 
ter prices prevail. 
“Dollar wheat in Chicago means 
that the farmer is unable to purchase 
the necessaries for himself and his 
famil. 
“The farmer’s purchasing power is 
based on the price his wheat brings. 
When it is low 
he has 
to 
deliver 
more 
wheat 
to 
secure a dollar’s 
worth 
of merchandise. 
The 
more 
wheat he has to deliver for each dol­ 
lar’s worth, the quicker his supply is 
exhausted and the less he gets 
ior 
his money”. 
Bradfute declared that the loss to 
the farmer in revenue from 
wheat 
based on a crop of 800,000,000 bush­ 
els has been approximately $80,000,- 
000 during the past two weeks when 
wheat dropped from $1.10 a bushel to 
its present level 
of 
$1. 
And the 
farmer gets only from 10 to 20 cents 
less than a dollar depending on his 
distance 
from 
Chicago 
and 
the 
freight rate. 
“ Every 
section 
of 
the 
United 
States will be atfected either direct­ 
ly or indirectly”, he said. 
“The only 
salvation is that wheat, will 
shortly 
take an upward turn. 
Frankly, I am 
able at present to see much Ijope for 
this. 
The farmer 
has 
over 
pro­ 
duced”.

a statement given out today. 
The movement of men from the 
farms to the cities, which is perhaps 
three times above normal this year, 
also probably will increase. 
“The folks who remain in the open 
fields will go into diversified farm­ 
ing to a greater degree. 
“These are three of the more evi­ 
dent fundamental changes which are 
coming. 
And there are many more. 
The cost of growing 
the wheat 
crop of 1922 in Kansas was $1.36 a 
bushel. 
It is likely that it s fully as 
high this year and it may be 
more, 
if we consider the large acreage, the 
millions of acres abandoned and the 
small yields. 
If it costs that figure 
this year, it is easy to see that if the 
wheat crop is sold at present prices, 
of 70 to 80 cents a bushel, with 
a 
yield of less than 100,000,000 bushels 
in Kansas, we have lost $50,000,000. 
“It is, indeed, one of the most sav- 
and brutal 
economic 
debacles 
which the agriculture of the Middle 
West has ever encountered. 
Most of the farmers who can af­ 
ford to do so, will, of course, 
hold 
their wheat 
for 
the 
recovery of 
market prices which will come later. 
Producers who are already 
operative associations will be able to 
benefit in a wheat-holdng campaign, 
the officers of the organization beng 
able to borrow money through 
the 
power of co-operative efforts. Others 
will he able to secure enough money 
locally from the security which their 
wheat affords to tide them over the 
immediate 
future. 
Certainly every 
bushel which 
can 
be kept off 
market will aid in the recovery of 
prices just that much. 
“It is to be hoped that the produc­ 
ers will never again see such a se­ 
rious market condtion. 
But we can­ 
not raise a huge surplus of wheat in

foreign labor and get fair prices for 
t. 
The acreage must be reduced; 
think it will show the greatest drop 
this fall which the country has ever 
seen.

cents. Flour is Iwing purchased here 
at $5 to $0.25 a barrel and millers 
now are paying about 
$1 a bushel 
for new wheat. 
The standard one-pound loaf made 
by the big 
bakeries, sells to 
gro­ 
cers at 7 cents and to the consumers 
at 9 cents, a gross profit of about 27 
per cent for the grocer. 
Bakers get 
an average of 270 one-pouhd loaves 
from a barrel of flour.

Jf it costs th a t figure 
this year, it is easy to see th at if the 
wheat crop is sold at present prices,

that their insurance rates would be re­ 
duced 15 per cent. 
The insurance su­ 
perintendent instructed all such com­ 
panies to appear at Jefferson City on 
July 26 to show cause, if any, why 
such rates should not be cut. 
Super­ 
intendent Hyde says the last legisla­ 
ture gave him power to cut the rates 
if he deemed it necessary. He says he 
has investigated the business of all 
these companies for the last five years 
and believes the rates are excessive 
and produce profits to the companies 
in excess of what is reasonable and a 
reduction of 15 per cent in their rates 
will still leave the companies a reas­ 
onable profit on all business transact­ 
ed in Missouri.

Detroit, Mich., July 14.— Invisible, 
yet daily gripped in the hands 
of 
persons, straw 
from

farm of 
Henry Ford * literally scattered to 
he four corners of the «*arth.

seem, it is true. 
Out on the Ford farm at Dearborn, 
Mich.' operated entirely by F^rdton 
tractor power, there was no use for 
th«* great loads of straw 
annually 
harvested there with th«> grain until 
th«* For«! Company, given 
to «loing 
unusual things, found a use for it. 
The straw is used as an ingredient 
in the composition of Fordite, a m a­ 
terial of flint-like harness and a de­ 
velopment of the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany, from 
which 
starring wheels 
are made and the Fordite plant 
at 
Highland Fark supplies these steer­ 
ing wheel* for ail Ford 
cars 
and 
Truck*, wherever asenibled through­ 
out the world—in the United States, 
Canada and abroad—and also for use 
on Fordson tractors. 
The Fordite plant, begun 
about 
four years ago something as an ex­ 
perim ent, is at present producing an 
average of 8500 of 
these 
steering 
wheels daily under the m anufactur­ 
ing schedule 
of 
three 
eight-hour 
working shifts six days a week. Sub­ 
jected to the most minute inspection 
and given the most exacting tests, 
they are the strongest and most dur­ 
able steering wheels 
produced, 
of 
ever-wearing quality, a bright lu str­ 
ous black and superior in many ways 
to wooden steering wheels. 
The straw 
from 
the Ford farm , 
which is sufficient in quantity 
for 
only about nine m onths’ m anufacture 
after which straw m ust be purchas­ 
ed outside, 
is 
utilized, 
following a 
shredding process, as 
a binder 
in 
m aking th at part of Fordite which 
form s the core of the steering wheel, 
insuring 
a 
rim 
of 
exceptional 
strength. 
The daily consumption at 
present is about a ton and a half. 
¡Manufacture» 
of 
Fordite 
begins 
with the raw m aterials. 
In preparing 
the core stock, the 
straw , 
rubber 
base, sulphur, silica and 
other 
in­ 
gredients are mixed in batches 
of 
150 pounds each which then go 
to 
the rubber mills where they are m ix­ 
ed between 
heated 
rollers 
for 
a 
period 
of forty-five 
minutes. 
By 
the tubing machines into which it is 
fed .in small strpis and from which it 
em erges through a round die, fifteen 
sixteenth 
of 
an inch in diam eter, 
much as 
sausage 
from 
a sausage 
grinding machine. 
As it comes out 
it is cut, on the bias, into lengths of 
52 inches and then is ready to 
be 
rolled into the outsde covering 
of 
fine rubber-like substance. 
A fter the core has been wrapped 
into the covering, which is of equal 
length and seven and a half inches 
wide, affording a double cover, the 
whole is secured in crcular form and 
sent to steel molds the exact size of 
a steering wheel. 
Held fast in these molds under hy­ 
draulic pressure of 2000 pounds 
to 
the square inch, these Fordite steer­ 
ing wheels are subjected to a heat 
treatm ent of 68 pounds of steam for 
a period of fifty minutes.
